FORSAKEN FOR 
RUM-RUNNING 


Temptation of Easy Money by 
Smuggling Whiskey Affects 
Production 


WINDSOR, June 16.—-Rum-running is 
affecting production and cost of living to 
Such an extent in Essex county that fur- 
ther shipments of Ilquor to radish grow 
ers at Petite Cote will be held up indefi- 
nitely, according to License Officer Mos- 
senu. 

Estimates made by inspectors of the 
Ontario License department show that 
more than 5,000 acres of land adjacent to 
Detroit River, formerly used to grow! 
radishes and garden truck, arte not urder 
cultivation this year—and the temptation 
of “easy money” by smnuggling whiskey 
ig blamed for this neglect of agriculture. 

Petite Cote radishes, which sold last} 
enmme at three bunches for five cents, 
were quoted at five and ten cents a bunch 
today, Farmers explained that tt was) 
more profitable to sell liquor to Detroit | 
men at $75 a case laid down at the river- 
wide, 

So far this year more than $50,000 has 
been paid in fines by Petite Cote farmers 
for violations of the Ontario temperance 
act.

‘ Great Food Controller, 
Most people think only of the mill-| 
tary genuis of Napoleon, few realize 
that he was as+great in peace as he 
wos in war, says Answers. ‘ 

But for Napolean our sugar ration 
today would be even more micro- 
scopic than it is, and but for him 
the difficulty of feeding our troops 
and prisoners of war would have 
heen a hundredfold gfeater. France 
in Napoleon's day was facing the 
grave problem of blockade and 
threatened starvation that Germany 
had to face, and a comparison of the 
success of the two nations in their 


search for a solution to this same | 
problem is illuminating. 
Germany, with all her advantages 


of modern scientific knowledge, only 
turned out a mass of substitutes, not 
one of which will offer any consider- 
able competition to the origMal ar- 


ticle. France founded the beet sugar 
industry, and invented a method of 
preserving food in tins. 

True, the German scientists of 


Prussia discovered the possibility of 
obtaining sugar from the beet, but 
Napoleon it was who saw the possi- 
bilities of the discovery and founded 
the industry. The discovery of the 
method of tinning foodstuffs was the 
outcome of a prize of twelve thous- 
and marks which Napoleon, who 
realized tho need for some sort of 
food other than smoked or dried for 
his troops, offered to the inventor 
who could supply him with such a 
method.

ONTARIO FEELS 
FUEL SITUATION 
ACROSS BORDER 


| Fuel Administrator Says Cana- 


dians Will Have to Pay 
High Prices 


TORONTO, June 16.—A atatement 
issued by Mr. H. A. Harrington, Fuel 
Administrator for Ontario; says that 
the situation is critical in the United 
States, with little relief in sight. Re- 
gulations and restrictions are being 
removed in that country ,and to get 
coal Canadians must pay the price, 

The statement ts as follows: 

“The fuel situation in the United 
States is at a critical stage, with little 
relief in sight, The congestion of 
freight cars has been relieved to a 
considerable extent, but with no ef- 
fact on the supply of coal for Ontario. 

“Prices are soaring 
and. bituminous, the former quoted 
as high as $11 gross ton at the mines 
and the latter as high as $8 per ton, 
and not much available at these fig- 
ures, ‘ 

“Kuropean trade is commanding 
Special attention, and shipments to 
ltuly, France, Spain, South America, 
Gibraltar and the Azores, keep the 
lmited car service restricted. The 
railways are endeavoring to arrange 
an exchange of 40,000 box cars for 
80,000 coal cars, the latter far East- 
ern shipments to supply New Eng- 
land requirements, and use the 34,000 
self-unloaders for lake trade. 

“The lake demands from Lake 
Erie ports have been relieved by the 
diversion of Illinois coal t Lake 
Superior ports, but even ‘with this 
relief it will be impossible to ship 
full requirements, 

“The shortage of anthracite and 
bituminous coal in Ontario is steadily 
increas and if our industries hope 
tg coniiiue in full operation, resort 
must be had to steam sizes of an- 


thracite, which are available; not 
only will the manufacturers help in- 
dustry, but the people as well. The 


principal shippers now require, that 
orders for domestic sizes of anthra- 
cite must include a proportion of 
eteam sizes. It ig thus seen that 
only the fullest co-operation wilf 
pull us through. 

“All duel regulations and restric- 
tions being removed in the United 
States, it is useless for us to demur 
to prices. 
to get it we must pay the price. 

“I find that in consequence of rail- 
road difficulties water shipmenty are 
the surest with less danger of con- 
fiscation. Arrangements have been 
made ior shipments to the various

FIGHTING CRICKETS WITH FIRE 

In 1918 and 1919 the territory near the 
delta of the Rhone suffered greatly fron 
swarms of- Morocco cricket, which multt- 
plies so excessively os to be a great in- 
iury to the ¢rops, says the Scientific 
American, At a recent meeting of the 
French Academy of Sciences a report was 
made by M. Vaysslere on the use of the 
“flame throwers,” employed in the war 
for throwing liquid fire, to exterminate 
these pests. With an apparatus holding 
about twelve litres of petroleum an ey- 
tent of 200 square metres can be so thor- 
oughly swept with flames as to kill all 
the insects. Asphyxiating gases had but 
little effect, but applications of powdered 
chloropiertn were much more satisfactory. 
While the vegetation suffered somewhat 
the effects were only temporary. Lastly, 
M. Vayssiere made use of polsoned bait 
with a basis of arsenic Hke that employed 
in Italy and in the United States and ob- 
tained good results. lle proposes to 
utilige all three methods—first the flame 
throwers to exterminate the hordea of 
young larvae in all cases where thetr use 
does not involve danger of fire; secondly, 
chloropicrin§ powder where the flame 
throwers would” be dangerous; and thirdly 
poisoned bait in irrlgated meadows, where 
no cattle are pastured.

Alberta Medical Council Decides 
on Strict Disciplinary Mea- 
sures for Offenders 


eamttowctonas 

Disciplinary actron, which may 
mean suspension for a atated period, 
will be taken by the Alberta medical 
council, against any member of tho 
profession who has been convicted or 
may in future be convicted of the 
offense of prescribing intoxicating 


liquor for other than purely medioin- 
al purposes, Might doctors practicing 
tn Alberta were convicted for etch an 
offense last year, and four have been 
convicted in the present year, 

The action was determined upon at 
@ meoting of the Alberta medical 
council held in Calgary,this week, the 
ootunocil inatructing its discipline com- 

ittee to make @ thorough investiga- 
tion into @ll cases in which a doctor 
has been convicted, and take such 
steps in the mafter as they may deem 
necessary, A very thofough discussion 
of the question took place during the 
day, the council considering it emin- 
ently desirable that the matter should 
not be left entirely to the courts, but 
that eupplementary action was re- 
quired, Section 32 of the liquor act 
is the clause under which convictions 
were obtained, 

The council also pasned a strong 
resolution to the effect that opium 
and other narcotics should only bo 
prescribed by physicians in cases of 
emergency, and that the odminister- 
ing of drugs to drug addicts under- 
going curative treatment should be 
performed only by phynictzns, In the 

st patients have in some cases been 
allowed to obtain and administer the 
drug themselves. The importance of 
proper supervision of these paticnts ‘s 
emphasized. During recent years, the 
Albertan wae informed, there has 
been a serious increase in the number 
of addicts to the drug habit in Can- 
ada, as well as in the United States. 
The fesolution passed by the council 
yesterday will be submitted to the Do 
minion medical convention to be held 
in Vancouver on July 22 to 25, the 
convention being asked to endorse it 
and forward it to the proper federal 
authorities with a View to action,

Federation of Labor in tts annual | 


convention here Wednesday, calisd 
upon congress to cancel the ‘“gentle- 
men's agreements” and absolutely cex- 
clude Japanese and other Asiatic im- 
migrants, The exclusion of “picture 
brides” was also demanded. 

The departments and international 
unions were instructed to ‘co-operate 
and press" this legislation 

Declaring that a band of irraapon- 
sible agitators “are attempting to dis- 
credit the recognized organizations In 
the railway service,’ the federation | 
unanimously condemned the ‘eeces- 


sionist movement,’ which resulted in| 
the recent railroad strike 

The convention also instructed its 
affiliated organizatlona to “refrain | 
from giving moral or financial aesis- 
tance of any kind, to any secces#ion- 


Ists.”’ Any organization giving euch 
assistance is threatened with haying 
ites charter revoked. 

The resolution adopted declared 
that the “secessionis' inovement” was | 
“anoouraged by Iilinois Manufactur- 
ers's Association and other unfriendly 


employers of labor, for tie purpose of 
discrediting the recognized organiza- 
tlons of the railway service.”
